following excellent reasons are given 
why they should remain in Carson: 


1. Virginia City is inhospitably lo- 
cated on the side of a rugged moan- 
tain; Carson City is pleasantly situ- 
ated, easy of access, and abundantly 
^provided with hotel accommodations 
lor persons attending on the Courts. 


9. Unavoidable expense incident 


rto litigation would be one hundred 
per cunt, greater in Virginia City 
>(hm in Carson City, both to the Gov- 
ernment and to the litigants. 
The 


-cost of building material, labor, rents, 
•'fuel and supplies generally, is one- 
Lftlf greater in Virginia than Carson. 


3. Carson City is the capital of the 


State of Nevada. The United States 
Mint and Land Office are locHted 
4ier», and the public records and the 
extensive State library are readily 


• accessible to litigants, attorneys and 


the Cocprt. 


4. The population of Carson City 


is more settled and permanent, and 
rtss difficulty would be experienced 
in ecuriug intelligent and impartial 
jurors than at Virginia City. 


5. The citizens of Carson City and 


its vicinity are less dependent on the 
foreign mining corporations, and less 
likely to be biased in their favor or 
improperly influenced by them. 


Finally—The removal would be 


injudicious and prejudicial to the 
4)est interests of the United States 
.and the people of the State of Nevada. 


We consider the above points well 


• -taken, and what we are in favor of is 
just this: Government buildings in 
Virginia for the po.«toffioo, Internal 
Revenue office and Surveyor Gen- 
eral's office. 
Government buildings 


in Carson for the U. S. Courts, the 
Land Office and the postoffice. 
We 


have another reason why we oppose 
taking anything from Carson and 
giving it to Virginia. 
The latter 


place has the Comstook, and there is 
no necessity of taking from Carson 
to make Virginia richer. It is not 
fair. 
The other towns in the State 


are more in need of Government and 
State patronage than Virginia, and 
ought to have it, so as to give them

rum ing a Conmitutinn to be submit- 
«d to the people of that Territory 
next July, with the expectation that 
'f it be adopted. President Grant will 
xsue his proclamation declaring Col- 
orado admitted into the Union in 
time to allow the inhabitants to" have 
a voice in the coming 'Presidential 
election. 
This i* the third Co riven 


lion of the kind that has assembled 
in tliat Territory, the question of 
Statehood haying been one of the 
leading questions of Colorado poli- 
tics since its settlement in 1808-9. 
This one is composed of twenty-four 
Republicans and fifteen Democrats. 
According to the Denver dispatch to 
Tuesday's Cull, tho Territorial Leg- 
islature of Colorado also met'in that 
city Monday, the 3d, wliu-h will 
propably be its last Territorial Leg- 
islature. All who are cyphering on 
the Presidential prospects now count 
in the three prospective votes of Col- 
orado, placing them to the .credit oi 
the Republican ticket. An interest- 
ing reminiscence in this connectior 
is the fact that Colorado's seconc 
Constitution—the first having been 
defeated by the people—was vetoed 
by President Andrew Johnson, prin 
cipally because it contained a clause 
limiting suffrage to the whites.
